DEFENDS “ FIGHTING BOB” RY ANS

Boston, Mass., July 22.—[{Special.]—Rear 
Admiral William T. Sampson, today for the 
first time, took a hand in the famous con- 
troversy over his and Rear Admiral Schley's 
share in the Santiago battle, and practically 
assumed responsibility for Maclay's his- 
tory, récently issued. 

This is the history in which Rear Admiral 
Schley is denounced as a “ coward and a 
catiff,”’ and Sampson admitted that he read 
the proofs of the book. He declared Mac- 
lay's description of his campaign was ex- 
celjent, and said the descriptions and details 
probably were taken from his (Sampson's) 
official reports. 

Rear Admiral Sampson heretofore has 
said nothing positive regarding the dispute 
over the much disputed details of the naval! 
battle in which Cervera’s fleet was destroyed, 
but today he spoke plainly and declared he 
courted a full official inquiry into the whole 
matter. 3 

Says Schley Was Incorrect. 

Following these statements, Rear Admiral | 
Sampson declared Schley's first reports re- 
garding the battle of Santiago were mod- 
erately correct,” but that later interviews. 
were entirely incorrect, and that, if Schiey 
was correctly quoted, he misstated facts. 

Just. what. T did the-proofs-whtcti | 
were sent me by Mr. Maclay,” Admiral 
Sampson said, 1 do not remember, but, U 
my memory is correct, I did réad them. 
owever, since this talk in the newspapers 
about certain objectionable chapters in the 
hjstory, I called the attention of my aid, 
Ideutenant Bennett, to the matter, and he 
says that I read the proofs, but that I 
could not criticise them, because the lan- 
guage was too immoderate. 

It was a long time ago that I read these 
proofs, and I don’t remember what they 
said about the battle; about Schley, or any 
one else. I presume they contained the same 
statements as are now embodied in the his- 
tory. 

Declares Maclay’s Account Good. 

J have read the history of the navy writ- 
ten by Mr. Maclay, and consider the account 
of my campaigns a good one. About the rest 
of it I cannot judge accurately, perhaps, hav- 
ing no intimate knowledge of the events de- 
scribed.” 

In response to an inquiry as to whether or 
not he had ever given Mr. Maclay any facts 
about his campaigns, and especially about 
the battle of Santiago, Admiral Sampson re- 
plied most emphatically that he never had. 
1 never told him anything about the 
Santiago fight or any other, and neither did 
my aid, Mr. Bennett. In one way, possibly, 
I was responsible for the statements he made 
in the history. I was Commander-in-Chief 
of the squadron and responsible, so far as 
reading the proofs goes. If the historian has 
taken facts from my official reports—which 
is, perhaps. what he means when he says 
he obtained them from me—that is all well 
and good. I stand by my first reports and 
official commynications. )

Rival’s Interviews Incorrect. 

Schley's first statements regarding the 
battle of Santiago, those given out just after 
the fight, I mean, were moderately correct. 
The published interviews given out some 
time afterward were not at all correct. 

“These were entirely different from his 
first accounts and were written in a different 
spirit, I think. ; 

“If you will look up an interview purport- 
ing to have come from Schley, and publishec. 
1 believe, on Jan. 6, you will see that it was 
entirely incorrect. If he was correctly 
quoted, he must certainly have made a mis- 
statement of the facts. 

“Soon after this interview appeared in 
print he came aboard my ship and told me 
he had never given out any such statemen:; 
he had been incorrectly. quoted. 

The reporter to whom the interview was 
granted was a friend of mine, and he after- 
wards told me he had published Schley’s 
words practically as they had been spoken.“ 

Asked why a court-martial for Schley had 

not been ordered, Admiral Sampson 
answered: 
Well, it seems to me there is no need of 
people rehashing this thing over again and 
again. It is an old story, with which nava! 
officers are pretty well acquainted and it has 
been fully discussed. ‘ 


Defends Captain Evans. 

Later, when shown a copy of a paper which 
accused Fighting Bob Evans of a mis- 
statement of facts when in his book he said 
the command of the North Atlantic squadron 
devolved upon him ipso facto, when, early in 
the war, Admiral Sampson left the squadron 
a case to a vessel, Admiral Sampson 
said: : 

“The man who wrote that did not know 
what he was writing about. He was evident- 
ly mixed up. This has nothing to do with 
the matter at all. I do not see what the man 
means. Of course, I signaled to disregard 
my mowements when I left the squadron 
and gave chase to the vessel. Evans was the 
officer left in charge of the fleet. After the

| Negro Defies Police. 
When Brooks saw the officer: coming he 


came A, house, which was sur- 
rounded by 
came out, Brooks came to the 
front room, armed with a gun. 
him to.sufrerider. Brooks said he would not 
go peaceably. or any other way. Lilly ran 
into the house. The crowd outside made no 
offer to help, and the officer faced the negro 
alone. Sounds of a fierce struggle could be 
heard, and the crowd that had gathered ran 
to the house to help. When the room was 
gained both men were found on the floor in 
mortal combat. The negro was shouting that 
he would never be taken alive, and the officer 
was holding him with a death grip. 

The negro worked his right arm free, and, 
catching up a revolver that had fallen to the 
fioor in the struggle, fired. Lilly fell to.the 
floor, fatally wounded.

Mob Takes Negro from Sheriff. 
Finally, after a chase of half a mile, Brooks 
was overtaken and captured. He fought 
desperately, but could not escape. Other po- 
licemen came to the rescue, and Brooks was 
handed over to the Sheriff to be taken to jail. 
Just as the Sheriff reached the prison doors 
a mob 400 strong demanded the prisoner. 

The Sheriff and guards refused and made 
a desperate resistance, but to no avail. 
Brooks was seized and rushed through the 
streets, half walking and half falling along, 
towards the Cit® Park. When the park was 
reached the men who were leading Brooks 
told him to walk up under a big shade tree 
in the center of the park and prepare to die. 
The negro could not speak and seemed al- 
most insensible. The rope was drawn up, and 
in a few minutes the body swung from the 
tree, lifeless. Then the mob dispersed, the 
men, and the women, many of whom had fol- 
lowed to witness the tragedy, walked to their 


homes. 


BOY DROWNS WHILE HIS 
PLAYMATES TRY TO SAVE. 


Charles Thorp Meets Death in Lake 
Near Fifty-first Street Pier in Spite 
of Heroic Efforts to Rescue Him. 


Charles Thorp, the 13-year-old son of T. H. 
Thorp, 6935 Perry avenue, drowned before & 
crowd of bathers yesterday afternoon in the 
lake near the Fifty-first street pier. His 14- 
year-old cousin, Fred Thorp, attempted to 
save him, but was forced to let him drop. 
John R. Graham, «16 years old, of 4537 St. 
Lawrence avenue, was partially strangled 
while trying to rescue Thorp, and was com- 
pelled to signal for assistance for himself. 
Charles Thorp dived off the pier, as the 
other boys had done, and was unable to get 
‘out. The high waves rolling past the pier 
took the boy farther out. Several boys saw 
Thorp go-under the water the first time, but, 
thinking he was trying to break the waves, 
he was allowed to sink the second time be- 
fore an attempt was made to rescue him. 
Fred Thorp arrived first and caught his 
cousin as he came up, but was unable to re- 
tain hig grasp. Graham, seeing the boy 
under aguin, leaped from the pier to give 
aid. The under current took the drowning 
boy near Graham, and he grabbed Graham 
by the hair, and both boys sank together in 
a struggle, and when Graham came to the 
surface he was partially strangled, and was 
assisted to the ladder on the pier.

Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, and Indiana, 
where the crop is deteriorating as rapidly as 
was the case in Kansas two weeks ago, were 
rainless, and there is no prospect of rain in 
all this important section.

ILLINOIS SAILS THIRD. 


„Sidewalk“ Yacht Misses Chance 
to Silence Its Critics in a 
Brisk Wind. | 


OFFICIAL TIME OF TRIAL. 


— 

Under ideal weather conditions, Cadillac, 
the speedy yacht owned by Commodore J. 
C. Shaw of the Detroit Boat club, won the 
second of the trial races yesterday, finishing 
12 minutes and 18 seconds ahead of Detroit, 
which nosed out Illinois for second place by 
the small margin of 25 seconds. Minota wus 
fourth, 25 minutes and 30 seconds behind the 
winner, with Prairie fifth, 25 minutes and 47 
seconds behind. 

These were the only boats to finish, Orion 
and Yankee both giving up, while Milwaukee 
had the misfortune to lose its rudder early 
in the race. The accident to the boat which 
won the first race on Saturday was a matter 
of regret to all, for even those who despise 
its style of construction would like to have 
seen it perform in the brisk sea which was 
running. 

The race was nine miles to windward and 
return, over a nine-knot course, and the 
weather conditions were exactly opposite to 
those which prevailed on Saturday. Then 
the skippers had to contend with puffy 
breezes, while yesterday the wind blew stead- 
ily from the northeast, its rate being estimat- 
ed at twenty miles an hour. 


Weather Conditions Favorable. 


No better conditions could have been de- 
sired and the crews of the contesting yachts 
were jubilant when they found the south- 
westerly zephyrs of Sunday had been re- 
placed by a typical Chicago nor’easter. 
‘Give us a good breese, said the skippers 
who had not won on Saturday, and we will 
show you what we can do.“ Me, too,“ said 
Captain Davis of Milwaukee, who was 
anxious to refute the idea that his boat 
could not make speed amid the white-crested 
His chance had come, and but for 
the accident there is no doubt there would 
have been a moving sidewalk in the race 
to the finish. 

Cadillac, the winner, was fortunate in es- 
caping injury just before the start of the 
race. While the fleet was jockeying for 
position Cadillac and Illinois were astern of 
the judges’ boat, Thistle. Cadillac was on 
the starboard tack and Illinois on the port 
tack, both close together. Captain Pynchon 
kept on his course and for a moment a col- 
lision appeared imminent. Then he sheered 
off, while Captain Shaw put his helm about, 
but could not escape the stern quarter of the 
Thistle. Fortunately he did not have much 
way, and the only damage done was to the 
port rail of Thistle, about ten feet of which 
was carried away. 

It was then a few seconds to starting time, 
and Cadillac was compelled to cross tie line 
and go around the steamer. 


The first five boats were so closely bunched ' 


that only a few seconds separated the first 
from the last, and all were timed at 1:30. 
Prairie followed one minute and thirty sec- 
onds later, and Minota, which had been 
monkeying around to windward with Cadil- 
lac, which had been getting around Thistle, 
went over the line together one minute and 
forty-five seconds behind the leaders. 

Detroit has three reefs in its mainsail, Mil- 
waukee two, and the other boats one, all 
carrying jib sheets. All went across on the 
port tack. Illinois, followed by Cadillac, soon 
went about and ran for the smoother water 
to the lee of the breakwater. Milwaukee, 
Detroit, Orion, Yankee, Prairie, and Minota 
kept on the port tack in the order named. 
Minota and Detroit went about in three 
minutes, following Cadillac and IIlinois. 

Milwaukee went about on a short tack and 
appeared to be in the lead. After ten 
minutes’ sailing Cadillac, Illinois, and De- 
troit went on the port tack and were ahead 
of Milwaukee. Five minutes later Milwau- 
kee was alongside the weather quarter of 
Detroit. Cadillac was now well in the lead 
and abreast of the Chicago lighthouse. II- 
linois was second to windward, with Detroit 
and Milwaukee close together. At 1:53 Mil- 
waukee met with its accident. 

At 2:05 Detroit's mainsail appeared to be 
in trouble, and later it was evident that its 
topping lift had carried away. At 2:33 Cadil- 
lac finished its long run on the port tack and 
came about and when it crossed Illinois’ 
bows was fully a mile ahead. Cadillac made 
one more tack, and after a short run gybed 
around the buoy at 8:06:42. The race was 
practically ower at this point.

artillery school at Fort Riley probably as 
early as Sept. 1. The most extensive scheme 
under consideration, however, for the im- 
provement of the army relates to the forma- 
tion of an immense camp of instruction at 
Fort Riley, where over 20,000 acres are 


available for this purpose. 


Congress made an appropriation to be used 
in selecting sites for four large camp 
‘grounds, but, owing to the lack of officers in 
this country, Secretary Root has been unable 
up to this time to do anything toward se- 
lecting sites for this purpose. It is well de- 
termined, though,. that there will be a great 
maneuvering camp at Fort Riley, but 
whether this will form one of the four which 
Congress had in mind or be an addition to- 
them has not yet been decided. Secretary 
Root said this afternoon: 
An extensive stretch of territory such as 
we have at Fort Riley, comprising thirty 
square miles, will permit the evolutions of a 
large number of men. All of the recent 
changes in the art of war have arisen from 
improvements in small arms, making it de- 
sirable to have a large field for drill purposes. 
“The old method of soldiers marching 
shoulder to shoulder into battle has disap- 
peared, and the old field parade drill has be- 
come of less consequence. Soldiers are now 
widely separated in battle, and as they ad- 
vance take advantage of every natural ob- 
ject to secure protection from the enemy. 
There is greater individuality and more in- 
dependence in operations on the part of the 
men. We are returning to the methods used 
by our forefathers in fighting the Indians. 
To train men to do what they must do large 
stretches of ground are necessary. The 
value of extensive reservations has conse- 
quently appreciated. Before the Spanish 
war Fert Leavenworth was used as a school 
of theoretical instruction, where the officers 
studied books and participated in class reci- 
tations, while at Fort Riley there was estab- 
lished a school of application for cavalry 
and light artillery. They did not study 
books at Fort Riley. There they endeavored 
to carry out in practice the things they had 
learned in theory at Leavenworth.” 

Secretary Root explained that the number 
of troops to be stationed at Fort Riley would 
be increased to one

Mimic battles will 
be fought; plane of attack and defense 
worked out, and long marches made for the 
purpose of familiarizing both officer and en- 
listed man with the work which he would 
have to perform in case of war. 
Fort Leavenworth will continue to have 
the infantry and cavalry school for the in- 
struction of officers, and it is proposed to in- 
crease the class of instruction there from 
40 men to 100. The post at that place will 
also be increased to one regiment of in- 
fantry, one squadron of cavalry, one bat- 
tery of siege artillery, one battery of field 
artillery, and one mountain battery. 
In discussing the adoption of sites for four 
of these camps, Secretary Root remarked 
this afternoon that he was in favor of locat- 
ing one of them in the East, but had not 
yet taken under consideration any sites for 
that purpose. A proper site will necessarily 
require a large stretch of ground and should 
at the same time be accessible to railroad 
transportation to facilitate the arrival and 
departure of the soldiers participating. 
Facilities at nearly all the large army posts 
throughout the country will be increased. At 
Fort Sheridan the buildings will be increased 
80 as to accommodate a fuil regiment of in- 
fantry, a squadron of cavalry, and a battery 
or two of artillery. Fort Sheridan now has 
buildings for only eight companies of in- 
fantry. The work of enlarging the quarters 
has already begun and it will not be many 
months before it is completed.

There have been suggestions in regard to 
the method of obtaining fresh beef for our 
troops without the government being excess- 
ively taxed for the supplies. General Kobbe 
found that the favorite proposition was for 
the commanding officer to fix a price per 
pound for beef, and then seize the quantity 
necessary for the troops.

FEW COLORED PERSONS INIOWA 


Census Bulletin for That State, Indiana, 
Kansas, and Indian Territory 
Just Issued. -. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—[{Special.]—A 
census bulletin issued today from the Census 
office gives tables showing the population 
by sex, general nativity, and color, of In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, and Indian_Territory. 
From the figures presented it appears that 
Iowa has only 6 per cent of colored persons, 
and with respect to sex that in each case the 
males constitute a larger percentage of the 
total population in 1900. 
In each State and Territory there is ap 
excess of males over females in 1900, the 
males constituting 51.1 per cent of the total 
population of Indiana, 51.8 per cent of that 
of Iowa, 52.8 per cent of that of Kansas, and 
53.3 per cent of that of Indian Territory. 
The foreign born element in 1900 consti- 
tutes somewhat more than one-eighth of 
the total population of Iowa, while in Kan- 
Sas it is a little more than one-twelfth, and 
in Indiana about one-eighteenth. In Indian 
Territory the proportion of foreign born is 
small, this element constituting only 1.2 
per cent of the total population of the Ter- 
ritory in 1900. 
The white element in 1900 constitutes in 
Indiana 97.7 per cent, in Iowa 99:4 per cent, 
and in Kansas 96.3 per cent of ‘the total 
population, the small colored element in 
each of these States being composed almost 
wholly of persons of negro descent. In In- 
dian Territory, however, the whites consti- 
tute 77.2 per cent and the colored 22.8 per 
cent of the total population of the Territory 
in 1900, the latter element being comprised 
in good part of Indians. 
Of the total population of Iowa in 1900 
foreign white persons constitute 13.7 per cent 
and native white persons of foreign parent- 
age 20.2 per cent, these two elements com- 
bined representing upwards of two-fifths of 
the entire population of the State. These 
same two ans ners of the white population 
constituted a little over one-fourth of the 
total population of Kansas in 1900 and about 
one-fifth that of Indiana. In Indian Terri- 
tory these same two elements represent only 
As per cent of the total population, the native 
white element of foreign parentage alone rep- 
ting 2.6 cent.

WALDERSEE NEARLY HOME. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—The State de- 
partment received a dispatch today from 
Commissioner Rockhill at Pekin announcing 
that a plan for the payment of the indemniiy 
to the powers by the Chinese governmert 
finally had been gdopted. 

The amortization of the bonds to be issucd 
will begin in 1902, and the plan contemplates 
ihe entire liquidation of both principal and 
interest by 1040. 

It is expected that China will rgise 23,000,000 
taels (about $17,000,000) annually. This sum 
is to be used to pay the interest on the bonds 
and to form a sinking fund for the ultimate 
liquidation of the principal. 35 

Mr. Rockhill’s dispatch was brief and did 
not go into any details. From their know 
edge of the general basis upon which the 
Ministers have been working, however, the 
State department officials have a general idea 
ot the conclusions which have been reached. 

Each year the interest will grow less and 
the amount set aside for the sinking fund will 
increase, so that by 1940, when the bonds 
are to be liquidated, the interest will be al- 
most. normal, The sources of revenue for 
the payment of the indemnity as understood 
here are to be derived from the Gabelle, or 
salt, tax, the maritime customs, and the 
likin tax, a portion to be taken from each. 

The principle of the payment of the in- 

demnity having been determined upon, what 
remains now is to devolve a plan for its 
execution. This is not regarded as a serious 
problem. 
There will be no international guarantee, 
but it is expected that the governments to 
which the bonds are allotted will see to it 
that the purchasers will be safe in their in- 
vestments. ~ 


Tuan with Mongol Cousin. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, July 22.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Viscount Cranborne, Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs; said the 
latest information in regard to the where- 
abouts of Prince Tuan, in China, was that, 
he was with a relative, a Mongol Prince. 
There was no information to the effect that 
he was at the head of a considerable force 
of troops. 

Lord Cranborne also stated that the for- 
eign troops in Shanghai at the present time 
were: British, 1,945; French, 750; with six 
guns; German, 850, with from four to six 
guns, and 300 Japanese. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon

It is true that there 
have been good crops in Missouri and Kau- 
sas of late years, but that will not con- 
sole the of those States for this 
year’s | They are not able to get 
any comfort out of the remembrance of 
the abundant rains of 1899 and 1900. 
Yesterday September corn closed at 50% 
cents a bushel. That was the situation as it 
appeared to the dealers on the Chicago 
Board of Trade. Evidently they do nut 
think the outlook for a large corn crop 
is good. Today they ntay take a more cheer- 
‘ful view of matters, but it is plain that 
that cereal is suffering badly from the 
drought. The Secretary of Agriculture js 
an optimist always, and when he can con- 
sistently say anything to cheer up his farmer 
brethren he says it. For the last few days 
he has been silent. It is apparent that he 
is not so hopeful concerning corn as he was 
ten days ago. 

Wheat is rising, partly because it is prob- 
able that the crop will be a little smaller 
than was expected and partly because of 
the reyerses which the corn-growers are ex- 
periencing. Dearer corn will mean dearer 
wheat, so that the people who fancy that 
they will not be affected by a short corn 
crop because they use flour and not corn 
meal will find themselves mistaken. This 
drought which is destroying so many mil- 
lions of dolfars’ worth of corn, oats, pota- 
toes, and other vegetables will be a most 
costly affair for this country, even if it 
should end in a day or two. It has already 
been, as expensive as a small war, even 
though its effect up to date has no doubt been 
exaggerated. 


LOUISIANA’S NEW CONVICT SYSTEM. - 
Louisiana has taken another humani- 
tarian step forward in its treatment of con- 
victs. From the time of the war until the 
beginning of 1901 convicts were leased out: 
to contractors for work on the levees, the 


and taking sole charge of them. Under this 
system abuses and cruelties were prac- 
tised well nigh equaling the enormities 
which have made the systems of Georgia, 
Alabama, and Mississippi so notorious. 

The first step towards reforming the 
Louisiana system was taken in 1898, when 
the constitutional convention adopted an 
article permitting the General Assembly 
to authorize the employment of convicts 
on public roads and farms or in manufac- 
tories controlled by the State, under State 
supervision, and forbidding the leasing of 
“their labor to any person, or board, or cor- 
poration, private or public. The General 
Assembly last year passed a bill creating’ 
a Board of Control of the State Peniten- 
tiary, with full power to utilize the labor of 
the convicts, and placed a generous appro- 
priation at its disposal, with which to buy 
farms and build factories, or lease the same, 
for conviet labor. : 

The board began its operations at once, 
and by the opening of the present year had 
secured two large plantations, one cotton 
and one sugar, upon which one-half of the 
convicts were employed putting in. crops. 
The result of this well directed diligence,” 
says New Orleans Times-Democrat, “ is 
now seen in ripening fields of cotton and 
cane, the conversion of which into money 
will cover the cost of maintaining the con- 
victs.” As there is not accommodation for 
ali the convicts on these two farms, some of 
them are at work on the levees and the 
rest are kept busy making clothes and 
Shoes for their associates on the farms. 

The result of this reform is comfortable 
housing, plenty of good, substantial food, 
hospital service for the sick, scrupulous 
cleanliness, religious service, and kind treat- 
ment for all. Under this system the labor 
of the convicts is not only profitable but it is 
willingly performed, and humane treatment 
is bringing out their best qualities. There 
is a lesson in all this for the other extreme

RETALIATION NOT CALLED FOR. 

The wheat and rye crops are going to 
be so poor in Germany this year that one 
would imagine that the duties on bread- 
stuffs would be lowered. It is said, how- 
ever, that it is the intention of the Ger- 
man government to raise the duties on farm 
products. If so, the German people will 
suffer acutely. The manufacturing inter- 
ests of Germany are depressed just now, and 
if on top of their losses because of this 
depression workingmen have to pay more 
for food they will be between the upper and 
the nether millstone. 8 

The receipt at Washington of the report 
that higher duties are to be imposed on 
breadstuffs and that as a consequence the 
German consumptioh of some American 
products. may be lessened is followed by 
dispatches from that city to the effect that 
Congress may enact retaliatory legislation 
and thus punish a little more the Germans, 
who, if higher duties are imposed on bread- 
stuffs, will be punished severely enough 
by their own government, 
There are cases where retaliatory legis- 
lation is legitimate. When Germany re- 
fused to admit certain American meat prod- 
ucts and based this refusal not on the real 
ground, which was à desire to protect Ger- 
man hog-raisers, but on the false ground 
that the American meats were diseased, then 
retaliation would have been proper enough. 
It would have been a notice to the Ger- 
man government that the American gov- 
ernment did not relish action calculated 
to lower in all foreign countries the credit 
of a particular American product. But the 
United States did not retaliate. 

Where Germany imposes a high duty 
on American agricultural or manufactured 
products for the purpose of protecting the 
German producer of these commodities, 
Americans cannot with much grace threaten 
retaliatory legislation.’ This is a protec- 
tion country. It has never hesitated to im-

Within the 
last five years the increase in the number 
of canneries has been large and the output 
has become enormous. The canmeries are 
bufit, as a rule, in the center of the various 
fishing grounds, and vary in size according 
to the extent of the grounds. Nearly every

receive for their fish varies from 2 cents t 
10 cents, according to the season and thé 
amount of competition between buyers. In 
seasons of extraordinary runs prices fall as 
low as six or eight cents. The Washington 
Indians spend three months of every year 
at salmon fishing, and always sell cheaper 
than the white fishers. The trust will proba- 
bly succeed in lowering the price paid fisher- 
men by removing competition. 

The largest canneries acquired by the new 
trust are at Point Roberts, in Washington, 
near the British Columbia line. The largest 
salmon catches are made in this vicinity. It 
is an ideal place for reef and trap net fishing, 
and well in the line of the sockeye run. Ip 
1855 the United States made a treaty with 
the Indians giving them the perpetual right 
to fish at Point Roberts. The first trap net 
used in Washington was placed off Cannery 
Point, the southeast corner of Point Roberts, 
in 1880, by John Waller.

Effort of State in Murder Trial 


to Make Him Help Con- 
‘Viet His Brother. 


MAKES A GOOD WITNESS. 


Says Nothing That Would Lead 


to Conviction of the Man 
Accused, 


FLAWS IN PROSECUTION. 


Pittsfield, Mass., July 22.—[Special.J—The 
trial of Robert 8. Fosburgh, charged with 
killing his sister May, was reopened this 

morning, and assumed dramatic interest 
when James B. A. Fosburgh, younger broth- 


er of the defendant, took the stand. He is 


a Yale student, tall and handsome. He told 
the story of the night scene in the Fosburgf 
"house as he knew it in his isolated room on 
the lower floor. Every member of the Fos- 
burgh family sitting in the bar inclosure 
kept eyes constantly on the young man whom 
the State summoned to help convict his 


brother. 

In his testimony he said he slept on the 
first floor, in the room underneath that occu- 
pied by Miss Sheldon.

fluential German colony in London by 

abolishing the royal German chapel, 

which encroaches in beg — — 
manner upon the gardens arlborou 
House. There are few people outside the 
German colony in London who are aware 
that just opposite the Chapel Royal in St. 
James’ Palace there is the German Royal 
English court, and which has 

ng court, whic 

ence there ever since the reign of the first 
King George, some 200 years ago. 

‘The seats of honor accorded in the chapel 
to the German Ambassador and his staff have 
conveyed to many the impression that the 

chapel and its establishment were kept up 

by the court of Berlin. But this is not the 
case. For the pastor has been in the pay of 
the English sovereign, and has ranked among 
the latter's royal chaplains, while liturgical 
prayers were offered up there every Sunday 
for the English royal family. It is true that 
during the last quarter of a century the Ger- 
man pastors, taking advantage of the fact 
that no member of the British royal family 
ever attended service in the chapel, like- 
wise offered up Hturgical prayers there for 
the German Kaiser and for the Prussian 
royal family. But this was altogether in- 
correct, and it is this plece of presumption 
which has no doubt contributed to induce 
King Edward to abolish the chapel. 

There is another and far more politic rea- 
‘gon, however, for its disappearance. For as 
long as it remained there it constituted a per- 
petual reminder to the English people of the 
fact that their reigning family is of German 
| origin, and that the first two Kings of the 
Hanoverian dynasty were incapable of 
speaking English, and forced to commune 
with their English Ministers either in their 
native German or else in French. King 
George I. performed his Sunday devotions in 
this German chapel, so did George II., while 
George III. was frequently there with his 
homely Queen, who never succeeded in 
speaking English correctly to the end of her 
days. Queen Caroline, consort of King 
George IV.; Queen Adelaide, wife of King 
William IV.; Queen Victoria’s mother, the 
Duchess of Kent; her half sister, the Prin- 
cess of Leiningen; her uncle and guardian, 
Prince Leopold, husband of Princess Char- 
lotte of Wales, and afterwards first King of 
the Belgians, all attended service there on 
Sunday, and so, too, did the late Prince Con- 
sort during the early years of his marriage. 
There is no further reason, however, for 
keeping it up. It. is no longer frequented by 
any member of the English royal family, 
and the gestion that it should be con- 
verted inté a Danish chapel for the use of 
Queen Alexandra has been scouted by the 
King, as his consort has long since become 
one of the most devout members of the 
Church of England. In fact, the chapel is to 
be torn down, and the site restored to the 
gardens of Marlborough House, from which 
it was taken. 2 

Another chapel to share the same fate is 

the royal chapel at Kensington Palace, ar- 
ranged for the devotions of King William 
III., and where he was wont of a Sunday to 
attend divine service performed by his 
Dutch pastors in the Dutch language. In 
connection with this it may be stated that 
the curious discovery has just been made 
that although the Kensington Palace Chapel 
figured among the list of royal chapels and 
was provided with chaplain, choristers, 
etc., yet it has never been consecrated for 
divine worship; England's Dutch King WIII- 
lam III. apparently attached no importance 
to such matters, and his successors forgot 
about it. His two predecessors, Kings 
Charles II. and James II., had Roman Catho- 
lic chapels at St. James’ Palace for their 
Roman Catholic consorts and a Roman 
Catholic establishment. 

Princess Alfonsina Orsini, who has just 
ta ken the vows of a nun of the Order of White 
Franciscans, with the object of doing mis- 
sionary work out in China, is a particularly | 
beautiful girl of about 22, the youngest 
daughter af the head of the historic and il- 
lustricus house of Orsini, which ranks with 
that of Colonna, and which shares with the 


latter the hereditary office of Assistant to 


the Pontifical Throne —that is to say; of 


principal lay dignitary of the papal court. 


An unhappy love affair is said t have driven 
the Princess to bid farewell to the world, but 
it is probable that the domestic differences 
of her parents, who are separated, as well 
as the financial scandals in which her father, 
the present head of the house of Orsini, has 
frequently been involved in recent years, 
have contributed to her decision. 

The Prince, who is nineteenth Duke of 
Gravina, a grandee of Spain, a German 
Prince, a peer of Austria and of Hungary, 
and a patrician of Venice, Genoa, and Naples, 
is a handsome man of 53, with snow white 


hair and while his wife is by birth a 
Countess Movyos, sister of the Count of that 
name, w for so many years represented 


Austro-Hungary at Washington. The 
Prince, at the request of his wife, has been 
deprived of the control of his once great 
fortune, and is at the present moment treated 
as a bankrupt and as a minor, and if his 
celebrated palace adjoining the ancient 
Theater of Marcellus has not been sold for 
the benefit of his creditors it is solely by 
virtue of an arrangement which his wife has 
made with them. 

He has been mixed up in all sorts of law- 
Suits, one of the best known of these cause 
eélébres being an action brought by a matri- 
monial agent for the recovery of a commis~ 
the Prince was to have paid the 
latter for finding a rich wife for his son. 
The latter bears the title of Prince of Solofra, 
and his rich wife is the daughter of the 
Countess Gaetana di Larenza, who herself 
is the daughter of anapothecary. There was 
a question about the legitimacy of the birth 
of the young Princess Solofra Orsini, in con- 
sequence of which she did not receive all the 
money which had been promised to the Orsini 
family at the time when the marriage took 
place, and it was in consequence of this that 
Prince Orsini declined to pay the commission 
to the matrimonial agent, and that the latter 
brought suit, an immense amount of dirty 
linen being washed during the course of the 

jal 


How ancient the Orsini family is may 
gathered from the fact that it furnish 
Popes to the Catholic Church in the eighth, 
the twelfth, and the eighteenth centuries, 
and that its members have the hereditary 
right and style of cousin of the King at 
the courts of Saxony, Portugal, and Spain. 
Any one who has read lwer Lytton's 
famous novel, ‘‘ Rienzi,” describing the 
career of the great Roman tribune of that 
name, in medieval times, will certainly re- 
call his graphic portrayals of the sanguinary 
fights for precedence between the houses of 
Orsini and Colonna, matched in grandeur and 
in power in those days. 

One of the possessions of the Orsinis, which 
has passed from them owing to the extrava- 
gance of the present spendthrift chief of the 
famiiy, is the Lake of Nemi, on the Alban 
Hills, near Rome, on the waters of which 
the Roman Emperor Tiberius was wont to 
carry on his frightful and appalling orgies 
on board of magnificent barges or galleys. 
Two of these have been lying ever since at 
the bottom of the lake, and divers are now 
engaged in behalf of the Italian government 
(which has purchased the lake from the 
creditors of the Prince) in recovering an im- 
mense amount of art treasures, practically 
uninjured by their immersion for the space 
of nearly 2.000 years in the water of the lake.

THE ROS. 


Bearish Western Operators, Favorea- 


by Weather Conditions, Renew At- 
tack and Drive Prices Lower—New 
York Banks Come fo Rescue and 
Market Is Held — Labér Troubles 
Have Little Effect, as Corm Absorbs 
All the Interest. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 1] 

NEW YORK, July 22.—[Special.}—Today’s 
stock market was essentially a crop and 
weather market. The overshadowing influ- 
ence was the condition of the growing crops, 
again reported by the West to be damaged 
by the new hot spell and by the absence of 
lasting rains. 

The fresh crop scare has been created over 
Sunday, and the bearish Western operators 
had in support of their position the acknowl- 
edged fact that the weather in the West and 
Southwest is hot, that rains are badly need- 
ed, and that undoubted injury has been done 
to the growing crops. This admitted, the 
only point at issue in Wall street is whether 
the continued decline in the prices of the 

ger stocks has not effectually discounted 
all the crop damage already done of likely to 
de done. The West avers not, declaring rall- 
road traffic, and therefore railroad earnings, 
will suffer materially by reason of the short- 
age in the corn crop—or rather of the almost 
total annihilation of the crop, for late after- 
noon reports from the West had it that the 

“entire crop is now threatened. 

The East inclines to the opinion that an 
average crop is assured, this opinion being 
founded upon statements made, not by in- 
terested grain men, but by railway officials 
traveling along the lines of the various roads. 
It ig further contended that what the farm- 

ers lose in the crop itself they will more than 
make up in its increased value, corn in Chi- 
cago having risen to about 59c, as compared 
with 49c a week ago, and wheat and oats 
being also up. Therefore, says the East, 
granted even that damage has been done, 
granted that there be only half a crop, never- 
theless, considering the increased value of

Gossip of Poor Earnings and Impend- 
ing Changes in Office, but All Are Un- 
confirmed—Local Stock List Weak 
in Sympathy with New York—Talk 
of a Two Per Cent Dividend on Met- 
ropolitan Next Month — Financial 
‘Topics. 


Lively interest centers around the annual 
meeting of the Chicago Union Traction com- 
pany this morning owing to reports that the 
earnings of the road have been poor. Ru- 
mors were current yesterday that some of the 
officials of the road were to be r@ired and 
other changes made, but all lacked confirma- 
tion. The Whitney-Elkins-Widener inter- 
ests in the East will be represented by R. 


A. C. Smith of New York. 


The Northwestern Elevated absorbing a 
large amount of the North Chicago traffic 
is credited with cutting heavily into the bus- 
mess of the North Side cable lines. The 
earnings of the company from all sources 
for the fiscal year just ended were $7,556,597. 
Last year the company paid $150,000 in div- 
idends and placed $4,000 in the surplus ac- 
court. This year, owing to the heavy de- 
crease in earnings, dividends have been sus- 
pended. It is expected that some plan will 
be proposed at the meeting today for placing 
the company in a position to better its con- 
ditions and increase its ‘earning capacity. 
Jesse Spalding is President of the company. 


Local Stock Market Depressed. 


The stock market was heavy and values 
were depressed in the early dealings out of 
sympathy with the New York market. Can 
issues and Biscuit common were the center 
of attack by the bears. Can common was 
forced dow to 21%, but recovered, closing at 
224%. Can preferred sold down to 73, closing 
at 73%. Biscuit common was weak, but 
firmed up a little after selling at 40%. Match 
lost % and West Chicago 6. Small lots of 
Central Union Phone were handled at 42%, 
and Union Traction common ruled at 17. 

Missouri Pacific, which closed on Saturday 
at ¢04%, dropped to par at the opening, and 
sold down to 97, where there was consider- 
able covering by shorts. Rock Island lost 5 
points in a few minutes, and there was fur- 
ther covering by short interests. Nearly all 
the Western railroads were weak and the 
range of losses for the day was from 3 to 7 


points. 
Metropolitan’s Good Showing. 

Present indications point to the Metropoli- 
tan L declaring a semi-annual dividend 
of 2 per cent on its preferred stock next 
month. There was good buying of Metropoli- 
tan common yesterday, and the stock showed 
more than ordinary strength. Sales ranged 
from 35 to 86, closing at the former figure. 
The increased demand for the securities was 
encouraged chiefly by the dividend forecast 
and the announcement: that the new Aurora 
and Wheaton electric line, now in court of 
construction, will be in operation within two 
months and make direct connections with 
the elevated; at West Forty-eighth avenue. 
The new line is.expected to have a large 
patronage. 

During the last three months the earnings 
of the Metropolitan preferred stock have 
been at the rate of 49-10 per cent, while for 
the fiscal year ended June 30 the showing 
was slightly under 4 per cent. Fall traffic is 


expected this year to make a better showing 


for the road. The Metropolitan operates 
over thirty-three miles of roadway. Operat- 
ing expenses are about 43 per cent of the 
gross receipts, but are increased to 58 per 
cent by including loop rental. In the market 
first mortgage 16 were sought, $30,000 worth 
changing hands at a rise to 102. 


Western Short Interests. 

Private advices received from New York by 
a prominent house are to the effect that 
Chicago, St. Louis, and Minneapolis invest- 
ors, and also others at Western points, are 
heavily short on the market, and that some- 
body is likely to be squeezed should a sud- 
den rise in securities occur. The letter is 
as follows: The most significant market 
factor at present is the tremendous short 
interest in the New York market. Reports 
ot heavy short selling for Western account 
have not been exaggerated. The West fs 
short as never it or any other section of the 
country was before. To cover stocks must 
be bought not by the hundreds or the thou- 
sands, but by the hundreds of thousands of 
shares. The buying of stocks by the Morgan- 
Standard Oil-Harriman-Keene contingent is 
altogether confident, and nowhere more than 
in the grangers and in the steel stock.” 


Illinois Trust’s Stock Issue. 

The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank yes- 
terday filed with County Recorder Simon 
a certification of increase of its capital stock 
from $8,000,000 to $4,000,000. The instrument 
shows that 20,451 votes out of a possible 
30,000 were cast in favor of the pian, and 
not a single vote in the negative. There 
will be 10,000 shares of a par value of $100. 
The allotment is one share of the new stock 
to holders of each three shares of the old 
stock. The stock will be issued on Oct. 1. 
but those entitled to the new issue w'il pay 
for it previous to that date. 


Financial Topics. 3 
Thomas F. Harvey, the New Tork pro- 
moter of the chewing gum trust, is reported 
as having a plan for amalgamating the prin- 
cipal Canadian cracker and biscuit factories 
into a trust. There are some thirty of these 
plants, located at Montreal, Toronto, Winnl- 
peg, and other points. A number of con- 
tracts agreeing to the plan are reported as 
having been signed and deposited with the 
Manhattan Trust company in New York. 
Officials of the National Biscuit company 
say that the scheme has no connection with 
their concern, but should the merger be car- 
ried out it will not impair their interests. 

Several Chicago banks are merking up 
loans. Those which loaned last week at thy 
per cent are now asking 5 per cent on de- 
mand loans. Rates are still quotable 4% to 
5 per cent, however. 

The Denver City Tramway company has 
declared a quarterly dividend of 1 per cent, 
payable on Aug. 15 to stock of record Aug. 6.

A novel 
proposition has been presented to President 
Hanberg of the County board by an Iowa 
lawyer, N. O. Hutchins. Mr. Hutchins pro- 
poses that the county collect taxes on all 
property which has escaped the eyes of the 
Assessors or has been underassessed. The 
County board, he contends, has the power 
to levy and collect taxes on every dollar's 
‘worth of realty or personalty. 

The lawyer is a director of an incorporated 
company which has successfully carried on 
this system of tax gathering for County 
boards in Iowa, Ohio, and Indiana. A for- 
mal proposition to hunt Cook County’s tax- 
dodgers of the last ten years will be pre- 
sented to the County board. 

Corporation Counsel Walker also has his 

_ assistants, Fyffe and Fitzgerald, seeking for 
legal ground on which to bring suit to 
compel the State Board of Equalization to 
add millions of dollars to the assessments 

Spread on franchises. 

While these plans were being considered 
‘the Board of Review cut more than 83.000.000 
off the assessments revised during the day. 
The assessments spread on twenty-two firms 
and individuals were cut more than $3,430,- 
000. An increase of $750,000 was laid on the 
property of the Chicago Edison company. 


Hanberg Discusses Iowa Plan. 
The proposition which President Hanberg 
has under consideration is expected to cause 
wide discussion. 

This man Hutchins called at the office for 
a few moments, said Mr. Hanberg, having 
stopped off on the way east. He stated that 
the firm of which he is a member would pre- 
sent a bona fide proposition to the County 
board in September. He contends that taxes, 
mo matter whether the property has been 
listed heretofore or not, can be collected by 
the County board, and he gives proof of how 
Successfully this plan has been followed in 
Towa, Indiana, and Ohio. Mr. Hutchins 
» bases hie plan on the clause of the State con- 
stitution, declaring that every owner of prop- 
erty must contribute his proportionate share 
‘of taxes. He then points out the section of 
the law vesting the County board with the 
power to sue for back taxes. Dodging, 
through evading the listing of property, he 
contends, ngs such taxes practically under 
the same head as delinquent taxes: Thelaws 
in Iowa. he pointed out, were not nearly so 
favorable toward the success of this plan 
when they started their work there as those 
of Illinois are now.” 
Corporation Counsel Walker is following 
up the course taken by the Chicago Teachers’ 
. federation in their fight for the assessment 
of franchises. 

“We are simply trying to find out what 
ean be done,” said Mr. Walker last night. 
My ideas on the question are still in- 
definite. The laws are being carefully 
scanned, but as yet we have formed no judg- 
ment in the matter.“ 7 

Reviewers Cat Assessments. 

Members of the Board of Review made but 
one heavy increase during the day. The 
valuation of the personal property of the 
Chicago Edison company was raised from 
$2,750,000, the figures spread by the Asses- 
sors, to $3,500,000. This is on property ip 
the North, West, and South Towns. A total 
of $600,977 was cut off the valuations spread 
jon. the Western Unton Telegraph company, 
‘the Postal Telegraph and Cable company, 

and the American Telephone and Telegraph 
company. The personalty ofthe W. W. Kim- 
Hall company was cut down by $550,000, the 
‘@ssessors’ value of $1,050,000 being sent 
‘down to $700,000. A total of $385,000 was cut 
off the valuation laid by the assessors on the 
C. M. Henderson company, a reduction being 
made from $550,000 to $165,000 on the showing 
that since last year: the company’s manu- 
facturing plant had been removed to Aurora.

PLAN TO SWELL SANITARY WORK 


VOLUNTEER HEALTH EXAMINERS 


BEGIN THEIR INSPECTION. 


Assigned to the Various Tenement Dis- 
tricts and Instructed as to Duties— 
‘Aim at Keeping Children Healthy by 
Correcting Food Supplies and In- 
structing Parents in Proper Methods 
r. Cunat Finds Conditions in the 
Ghetto Much Better than Expected. 


With the assignment of territory to twenty 
volunteer health examiners. yesterday the 
sanitary inspection of the tenement districts 
of Chicago began. 

The new*inspectors are instructed to enter 
all the buildings in the congested tenement 
districts and by practical demonstration to 
show the mothers and fathers how to cook 
milk and how to feed and clothe their chil- 
dren. 

Particular attention will be paid to the 
milk supplies, and wherever there is the 
slightest trace of adulteration specimens will 
be obtained and examined by the city chem- 
ist. In the district# to de examined but lit- 
tle other than skim milk at two to three 
cents a quart is bought, and much is unfit fof 
use. Foods will also be watched closely, as 
will clothing and the water used. 

All cases of @ickness will be reported to 
the Health department, and where the fam- 
ily has not a regular attending physician 
the inspector will volunteer his services. For 
a time there was opposition to the scheme 
on the part of the physicians living in the 
localities to be covered, but strict orders 
have been given out that in no way is the lo- 
cal physician to be allowed to suffer a loss 
of business. 

Aside from the regular ministrations, the 
inspectors will report in full on the following: 
Defects in ventilation and lighting; over- 
crowding; defects in basement, as to damp- 
ness, filthiness, ventilation, light, etc.; faul- 
ty drainage; foul condition of cesspools, 
sinks, drains, etc.
